ANNO TIUGRSIMO SEPTIMO. 

The Corporation of t^e City of Victoria By-Law 
defining the Wards 'of th.e City Qf Victoria 
and the Boundaries thereof , and the num- 
ber of;Gouncillors to represent each Ward, 
"F'ortfie Regulation of Municipal Elections" 
and other purposes. 

Bo it eniictoil by the Mayor and Council of the Corporation of tho 
Cit}' of Victoria as followH: 

1. The City shall bo divided into three Wards, namely, tho John- 
son Street Ward, the Yates Street XVard, and the James Bay Ward. 

(a) The Johnson Street Ward shall include all that tract of land ly- 
ing between the Nodhem Boundary Line of the Corporation and 
a line runniiiy along tho centre of Johusoa Street from the Ferry 
easterly, aud a straight continuation of such line to the Eastern 
boundary lino of tho Corporation, district stiction No. 74, and 
thence in a straight lino to the City boundary stone, on tho Cad- 
boro Bay Road at I^Iitohell's Nursery. 

(b) Tho Yates Street Ward shall include all that tract of land lying 
between tho southern boundary lino of tho Johnson Street ^Vard 
aud a line commencing at tho western extremity of Fort street, and 
running ihonco eastwardly along tho centre of Fort street and tho 
Cadboro 13.\y road to the City boundai-j' stone at Mitcholl'.s Nursery. 

(c) The James Bay Ward shall include all that tract of land lying 
between the southern iboun^laty line of the ?ttte8 Street Waid on 
tho one side, and the southern boundaiy line of the Corporation on 
tho other side. 

2. At the next election of Councillors and thenceforth there shall 
bo two Munioiiml Councillors in Johnson Street Ward; thred in 
Yatos Street Ward; and two in James Bay Ward; elected in man- 
ner provided by law.

Ho has taught 
a considerable nntnbor - usfeftil tVades) 
Buoh as cariH'ntcrs, blacksmiths, qunr- 
rier.s nnd engravers of marble, etc.. otc, 
and has cnnsed to bo coustnvbtodbj-thejn, 
and for|thomhio]yea, wejl-'cpiistructed, coin- 
ed iou.s plank houses, o largo sohdol-house 
,Biid other buildings, (tlje wood reqnii'od 
.for those piirposes is sawn by a water mill 
Managed by Indians) and a very largo 
church in wood, (which, however, is not 
yet iiiiislied; but a few luiudi'od i)ound» 
would suilice to put it in complete order. ) 
Agrioultnre around tho cottages is encou- 
raged, and altogether the example sot by 
, thU settlement to otliec Jndians is of in- 
• calQuUb^e goo^^j^debfisi^a'^^ tg^y^.niifortu- 
nhtely aro in'mi's^fy aticl Tice. Many set- 
tlements of Indians were visited at other 
pi.'ices during tiii.s cruiao, and the contrast 
wa3 great inileed bet;yeon them and tho 
one at Sletlahi[!itlah. 

At Queen Charlotte Ishiiula the coal 
iields at Skidegato Harbor, and tho woj'Ifs 
of the E[a&titig»Coal Mining Go. were 
in oicellent order, tho pier, tramways, 
shutes and rolling stock being all "com- 
plete. 

A sample of thu coal (Avhieli is anthra- 
cite) was brought away. The coal seam, 
(which is about 2,200 yards from tho 
shore) is vertical, and at an elevation 
above tlio ana of several hundred yards. 
It runs in an east ami -west direction and 
other Ko:iius of siiuihir coal are reported 
as cropi)iiig out on tlio boacli .several miles 
from l{oso Harbour in the channel lead- 
ing.toW[it'hell Harbour.

caused by disease and {Qtemporance.
